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We have passed through a history-making epoch of the world, of our 
country, and of our school. The crisis in the Great War has been reached, 
our nation has taken the momentous step of allying herself against Ger- 
man autocracy, and in our school, great changes and progress have been 
wrought. From the first day of school, October 2, till the last day, June 
15, we have worked and played together. We have seen a slight decrease 
in our enrollment, but not enough to make the Central annex unnecessary. 
We have seen the growth of Spanish, and the continuance of the new print- 
ing class. We have seen, besides the regular school work, the progress of 
other interests that claimed the attention of the student body. _ 

On the convening of school in October, both freshmen and seniors were 
met with an entirely new regime, the vocation system of grouping. Under 
this system, all pupils with the same interest, ambition, or “hobby,” were 
grouped together in charge of a teacher interested in that line of work. 
The first thirty minutes of every day were given over to the discussion of 
salesmanship, insurance, art, journalism, or whatever the interest might 
be. To increase the value of this system short talks were delivered every 
other Friday by prominent persons. The plan was proposed by Mr. Davis, 
and is a step in the advancement of our educational institutions. 

In line of progress, next should be considered the advancement of the 
General Organization. In the fall, Anna Somerville was elected Governor, 
the first girl to be the head of such an organization in the country. Much 
heat and interest were exhibited at both of the year’s elections, and not 
alone at such times, but throughout the school year. 

Our first line of defense, the cadets, was this year, as usual, in fine con- 
dition. Three companies composed our fighting strength, and besides the 
company officers, our army was re-enforced by several capable regimental 
and battalion officers. 

In speaking of fighting, we involuntarily think of athletics. The foot- 
ball and basketball teams of Business did wonderful “scrapping” this year, 
capturing second place in both sports. Working under adverse conditions, 
the baseball team showed what the real spirit of Business is. The girls, 
too, have shown great progress in basketball and dancing, training so that 
they may be useful during the war for bomb-throwing or for entertaining 
the wounded heroes, 

March 20 and 21 saw Business High School in tumultuous festivity in the 

giving of a lunch for the purpose of raising funds for the different activ- 
ities. The affair was financially and socially a success, and an event that 
will not soon be forgotten by those who indulged. Coffee, pickles, ice 
cream, egg salad, cake, and moving pictures, were all the rage for two 
days of utter bliss, forgetfulness of lessons, and Room Eighteen. 
j Although the Dramatic Society did not have a chance to exhibit its talent 
in a spring play, a few small plays were presented, which were received, 
as usual, with outstretched arms and loving hearts. The other clubs, the 
College Club and the Glee Club, passed through a very successful season. 
But our good old friend, the Daniel Webster Club, sickened and died, and 
his remains were scattered to the four winds. 

“The Balance Sheet” and the Bank have even increased their good repu- 
tation and standing in the world. The “Children’s Page,” edited by Leo 
Rocca, was the latest advancement of our school publication. To relieve 
any doubts on the matter, this page was not designed wholly for the fresh- 
- men. The Bank, while not resorting to any new tactics, has kept up, with 
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ing heat, its campaign for “more dimes,” Too much credit can- 
nobibe given fOr the splendid work of Martin D. Schram, Editor of “The 
Balance Sheet,” and Miss Frances Carter, President of the Bank, for their 
diligent laborings in the interests of the school, in these our leading ac- 
tivities. 

The class work of the upper semesters was, as has been the custom, 
supplemented by credit lectures given under the auspices of the Washing- 
ton Association of Credit Men. These talks began on February.7, and con- 
tinued on five consecutive Wednesdays. During this time, we were ad- 
dressed by S. J. Henry, Vice-President of the Munsey Trust Company, on 
“The Credit System;’’ Arthur P. May, President of the F. P. May Hard- 
ware Company, on “Opening a Credit Account;” John F. Moore, Auditor 
of the George F. Muth Company, on “The Credit Man;” Max Fisher, 
Manager of Woodward and Lothrop, on “The Elements of a Credit Risk;” 
James S. McKee, Manager of Bradstreet’s Mercantile Agency, on ‘The 
Sources of Credit Information,” and B. J. Smith, Treasurer of A. Eberly 
Sons, on “Salesmanship.” To these men, who gave us their time and 
trouble, we are very thankful; especially so is Martin Schram, who won 
five dollars as a prize for the best essays on these lectures. 

Thus, a successful year passed. We, the classes of 1917, wish to all the 
future classes of Business, prosperity, success, and contentment. We go 
forth now with but one intent—to serve our nation, to do all that we can, 
to do what we can, whether great or small, for the honor and glory of the 
emblem of justice and righteousness, our Flag.

During the year we have had many social get-togethers. eginning 
with the Moonlight Sail on the Steamer St. Johns, August 7, 1916, to that 
day known to all, the Twelfth Annual Excursion held on the first of June, 
we had a social year which surpassed all previous years.

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Patriotism at Business 


Patriotism is but another name for loyalty, for honor, and for duty. It 
is not the expressing of beautiful thoughts and expanding upon noble 
ideals, but the real doing-of something, no matter how small, for the benefit 
of our fellow men, for the honor of the American people, and for the honor 
of their emblem, the Red, White, and Blue. At certain times, loyalty to 
our government is more needful, more urgent, than at others, and at this 
time, when we are engaged in a struggle, not only for the existence of 
America and its democratic ideals, but for the continuance of democracy 
in the world, it behooves us to devote every particle of courage and self- 
sacrifice to the defence of these principles. ‘ 

Patriotism is not talking, but acting; so, at Business, we started by act- 
ing. Our first step was taken at an assembly held on March 29, a short 
time prior to the passing of the War Resolution, when our faithful support 
was pledged to the President. Then, after we were at war with Germany, 
about thirty of our boys and girls enlisted in the Navy, in the front ranks 
of active service. The names of these patriotic young people make up the 
Honor Roll given in another part of this book. 

In the school, patriotic work has been going on both in connection with 
the regular routine, and in addition to it. First aid classes for the girls 
have been conducted, as usual, by Miss Sanderlin, but with increased inter- 
est. Several Red Cross classes were formed under the supervision of Miss 
Baldwin, and these were instructed by generous physicians of the city. 
The membership was originally fifty students, but the numbers steadily 
diminished with the government’s demand for more clerks. This loss was 
not due to lack of interest or patriotism, however, as was clearly shown 
by the results of “self-sacrifice week,” the week from May 25 through 
June 1, which was devoted to the raising of funds for Red Cross work. 
Kach pupil was asked to sacrifice something during that week, and give 
the money, which would otherwise have been spent for pleasure, and which 
was, instead, to be deposited daily in boxes in the various class rooms, for 
the preparation of Red Cross Box Number 8.__ For this box, it was desired 
to fit out completely seventy-five comfort bags for soldiers in hospitals, 
bags containing such serviceable articles as scissors, needles and thread, 
writing paper and pencils, and numerous other things. About two hundred 
and fifty dollars was collected for this work, besides other donations. 

The collection of magazines for the soldiers, and the daily sewing 
groups, have been other prominent features of after-school patriotic activ- 
ities. Moreover, mobilization cards were distributed, on which each pupil 
stated the work he was most fitted to do in the service of his country, the 
time he could best give, what he was now doing for his country, ete, "The 


fuller realization of the need of our country at this time.

The two administrations of the General Organization included in the 
present year not only have been handled by capable and efficient officers, 
but also have been very effective and productive. 

On October 19, 1916, the third administration of the General Organiza- 
tion was commenced by the election of Anna Somerville as the first girl 
Governor of the organization, and of Carl Gill as Lieutenant Governor. 
The semester representatives in their regular order, beginning with the 
eighth, were: Evelyn Bright, Dolores Buckingham, Marguerite Heard, 
Herbert Chappelear, Virginia Sowers, Charles Libby, Ashby Flynn, Alice 
Andrews, and Adele Roby. During Miss Somerville’s administration, a 
number of improvements and changes were made in our school. More- 
over, under the auspices of the General Organization, several plays were 
given and moving pictures shown, these adding to what proved to be a 
very successful semester in the history of the organization. 

In the next election of officers, Merlin M. McGuire was elected Governor 
and Marion Armstrong, Lieutenant Governor. The semester representa- 
tives on the Executive Council were: Martin D. Schram, Francis Delaney, 
Charles Conrad, Clifford Moers, W. A. Hughes, Clara Woody, Jack Elliott, 
R. Stanton, and S. Dintler. Perhaps the most noteworthy accomplish- 
ment of this administration was the passing of an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the Organization, whereby the price of admission to the organi- 
zation is lowered to ten cents. In addition to this, the organization has, 
with discretion, taken care of the financial needs of the various activities. 
Appropriations have been made, to the extent of about two hundred dol- 
lars, toward the cadet supper, girls’ basketball supper, Tennis club, College 
Club and other activities. 

These accomplishments of the General Organization should prove that 
the organization can do great things, and will do them if it has the support 
of the students. The achievements of the General Organization for the 
past year should give to the students of the school the realization not only 
of what the organization has meant to them in the past, but of what its 
possibilities are for the future.

Ever since the bank was established in 1911, the scope of i 
greatly increased, until during last April, the aa haha talante of 
$5,337.15 was credited to its depositors. Nor have the officials in 
charge of the bank been satisfied with having a bank only in the school 
proper. Several branches are being maintained; the largest is at the An- 
nex, under the supervision of a B. H. S. student; one at the Wilson Normal 
School, under a teacher in that institution; and another at the Grover 
Cleveland, also under the guidance of a teacher. Moreover, owing to the 
short distance between Tech and this school, much advertising has been 
done in the former in the form of posters and speeches. As a result, we 
have acquired quite a number of depositors from McKinley. 

This year, as usual, the regular monthly meetings of the board of direc- 
tors were held, the president presiding, and many notable addresses were 
made. It was a most enjoyable and profitable year for the directors. A 
series of credit lectures was given, also, under the auspices of the Credit 
Men’s Association of Washington. All students who attended must admit 
that they proved interesting and instructive, and a few of our more ener- 
getic and gifted ones must admit also that they proved profitable in a finan- 
eer It is to be hoped that many more such interesting lectures will 

e held.

Business played a large number of games early in the season and won a 
majority of these through the excellent pitching of McDonald and Dorsey, 
and the great hitting of Berlin, Gerardi, and Wise. During the Easter 
Holidays, the team took a four-day trip through the Shenandoah Valley, 
which proved very valuable as a conditioning trip, in that it served to get 
our team into excellent shape. Soon after the High School Series started, 
Business began its long list of serious misfortunes in the loss of Berlin, 
who left school to serve in Uncle Sam’s Navy as a yeoman. However, we 
played and defeated Western and Tech, the former by the score of 16-12, 
and the latter by 9-6, notwithstanding the fact that Payne and Wise also 
were now members of the Navy, having joined soon after Berlin. On 
May 11, Central was met in the game which decided the High School 
Championship. Business presented a crippled lineup for this game on ac- 
count of the fact that Gerardi, who joined the Navy a few days before the 
game, together with Berlin, Payne, and Wise, wére unable to practice with 
the team previous to the big game; as a result, teamwork was lacking, Busi- 
ness being trimmed to the tune of 16-6. Had we been able to present our 
strongest lineup in this game, the series undoubtedly would have termi- 
nated in a different manner, 

Too much credit cannot be showered upon Dr. P, A. White, our hard- 
working Coach, and Captain “Goolie”’ Gerardi, who did their best at all 
times to make Business a winner. The 1917 baseball team was probably 
the best nine that has represented Business since the days of the Champion 
Ball Club of 1909. As we look over our prospects for next year, we cannot 
help but prophesy that the future holds a surprise in store for us in the 
shape of the Baseball Championship of 1918.
